Washington, May 8—More than half 
‘a million American soldiers have been 
gent to France. Secretary Baker today 
authorized the statement that his fore- 
cast to congress in January that 600,- 
000 troops would be dispatched to 
France early in the present year now 
had been surpassed. 

Mr. Baker dictated 
statement: 

“In January I told the senate com- 
mittee that there was strong likeli- 
hood that early in the present year 
600,000 American troops would be dis-

nounced that there is no present short- 
age of light or heavy types of these 
weapons either in France or America, 


and no shortage is in prospect.

Mr. Baker said there had been no 
question brought up as to the supplies 
of light type Browning guns, which 
were coming forward in quantities. He 
would not say whether shipment bf 
these guns to France had been started 
As to the heavy Brownings, he said: 

“Barly manufacturers’ estimates as 
to the production of the heavy type 
perhaps were more timistic than was 
justified. The estimate of the -ord- 
mance department in January has been 
met and is being met. Some of these 
heavy guns have been produced and 
there is every indication of forthcom- 
ing production in increasing and sub- 
etantial numbers.” 

The secretary chose his words about 
the troops in France with utmost care. 
He would not amplify the statement in 
any way and specifically asked that the 
press refrain from speculation as to 
what precise figures his guarded re- 
marks covered or as to what possibili- 
ties of early additional increases in the 
force on:the other side there might be. 

Treop Movement Being Rushed. 

There has been repeated official an- 
nouncements, however, that the govern- 
ment is bending every energy to rush- 
ing men across to back up the allied 
lines in France and officers directly in 
charge of the transportation have ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the progress 
being made. There is no doubt that 
the present force of American troops 
there represents only a small part of 
the total strength that will be availa- 
ble for employment by General Foch 
before the summer fighting ends. 

There are indications, too, that the 
war department has adhered strictly to 
its policy of equipping fully before his 
departure every man sent across. That 
is the first consideration in checking 
off supplies of clothing and arms. Mr. 


Baker’s recent study of the whole ord- 
mance program was,-founded on his de- 
sire to see just what the situation was 
tn this slowest element of the war prep- 
arations. 

Secretary Baker’s conclusions as to

May 8.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The first German-American to be cap- 
tured spying 
safely in custody. 
Behind the characterization of 
traitor to his country, contained in the 
report of his arrest, is the story that 
he aided a German prisoner to escape. 
Both men donned American officers’ 
uniforms and enteréd the line from the 
rear in the late afternoon. They said 
they were studying the ground be- 
tween the lines with a view to using 
tanks and asked to be allowed to 
cross the lines. The officer to whom 
they made the request soon discovered 
the ruse and ordered them escorted to 
the rear. There it was found that 
one of the men was a German and 
that the German-American was his ac- 
complice.

Class 1, the 
general said, now has a total of about 
2,265,000 men, of whom 2,000,000 are ef- 
fectives.

Fort Worth, Texas, May 8.—Eight 
American gunners were killed and sev- 
en injured more or less seriously near 
Benbrook, a few miles west of Fort 
Worth, when a three-inch shell ex- 
ploded late today. One gun crew. com- 
posed ofmenofthe headquarters com- 
pany of the 141st infantry, was en- 
tirely wiped out and a second crew 
from headquarters company of thé 142d 
infantry suffered heavy casualties. Six 
of the men were instantly killed and 
two died within a short time after the 
explosion. First reports that two 
trench mortars had exploded were er- 
roneous. 


Tried to Force Shell. 


An attempt on the part of a gun- 
ner to force the shell, which apparent- 
ly did not fit down a trench mortar, 
is believed to have been responsible 
for the accident. Sergeant Norman 
Bow, a Canadian, whe is an assistant 
instructor, said tonight he saw a sol- 
dier attempting to force the shell and 
that he attempted to warn the gunner. 
The explosion came too quickly, how- 
ever. Bow was slightly wounded by 
a fragment of the shell.

OF BATTLE 


As yet only meager advices have 
the engagement, but unofficial reports 
indicate that it was made only in divi- 
sional strength. Whether it would de- 
velop later into another of the great 
battles that have been fought in this 
area could not be foretold. 

On the remainder of the front in 
Flanders and Picardy artillery duels 
and small operations continue on iso- 
lated sectors. The French south of La 
ad- 
vanced positions and taken prisoners 
and the Australians east of Amiens 
have again pinched in and taken over 
portions of the German line. The ar- 
tillery activity has been particularly 
heavy on both banks of the Avre, 
southwest of Amiens and on the sector 
in Picardy held by the American 
troops. On the Toul sector the Ameri- 
cans for ‘the first time have opened 
against the Germans with their heavy 
artillery.

Matter Comes Up Teday. 

Today the matter will be taken up, 
and an aye and: nay vote will proba- 
bly be asked for and taken.

But a new situation arises, which 
makes it more complex, in the fact 
that an amendment to the majority re- 
port had been accepted, Which pre- 
scribes that the time limit shall apply 
to presiding elders, that they shall 
not serve longer than four years con- 
secutively in that office.

Letter Regarding the Contract 
Each Road Is to Make 
With Government. 


Baltimore, Md., May 17.—(Special.)— 
The National Association of Owners of 
Railroad Securities, organized a year 
ago, “to protect and stabilize securi- 
ties of the carriers of the country,” 
and representing owners of over 
$4,000,000,000 securities of the rail- 
roads, have issued a letter to the di- 
rectors of railroads now under gov- 
ernment control and operation, calling 
to their attention the fact that they 


now have the responsibility of repre- 
senting all classes of securities issued 
by ‘their respective railroads as the 
contracting parties on behalf of the 
owners of the properties in the execu- 
tion of the proposed contract which 
each railroad is to make with the gov- 
ernment. 


Committee Is Formed. 


As a result of numerous meetings of 
the sub-committee of the association 
and of conferences attended by those 
having financial interest in the ralil- 
roads, many of whom also being di- 
rectors thereof, a committee has been 
formed known as the “special com- 
mittee representing owners of railroad 
securities.” This committee is com- 
posed as follows: S. Davies Warfield, 
chairman, president of the Continental 
Trust company, Baltimore; Gordon Ab- 
bott, chairman of board, Old Colony 
Trust company, Boston; James Brown, 
of banking firm of Brown Bros. & Co., 
New York city; Frederick H. Bcker, 
treasurer of. the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance company, New York; John J. 
Pulleyn, president, Emigrant Indus- 
trial Savings bank, New York. 

Counsel for committee: Samuel Uh- 
termeyer,  B. . Innes Brown, of 
Messrs. Hornblower, Miller, Garrison 
& Potter. 

Mr. Warfield, chairman of the com- 
mittee, who is also president of the 
NationaleAssociation of Owners of 
Railroad Securities, made the follow- 


ing announcement of the purposes of 
the committee: ' 

“A tentative draft of contract has | 
been submitted by officials of the 
government, under which the railroads 
are to be controlled and operated as 
provided in the railway bill passed by 
congress, for a period which shall not 
exceed one year and nine months after 
the war. his contract deals with 
questions concerning both operations 
of the railroads and the conditions 
under which the owners are to secure 
compensation for the use of their 
properties during the period men- 
tioned. This draft of contract has been 
considered by a committee of lawyers 
representing the railways -executives’ 
advisory committee. ‘ 

‘Upon the final terms of this con- 
tract depends the condition of credit 
generally, as pointed out by President 
Wilson in his address to congress giv- 
ing the reasons for governmental op- 
eration of the railroads. 

What President Wilson Said. 

“The president then said: ‘One of 
the strong arguments for assuming 
control of the railroads at this time is 
the financial argument. It is neces- 
sary that the value of railroad securi- 
ties should be justly and fairly pro- 
tected. In the hands of many thou- 
sands of small investors in the coun- 
try, as well as in national banks, in 
insurance companies, in savings banks, 
in trust companies, in financial agen- 
cies of every kind, railroad securities, 
the sum total of which runs up to 
some ten or .eleven thousand millions, 
constitute a vital part of the structure 
of credit, and the unquestioned valid- 
ity of that structure must be main- 
tained. ’ 

“To afford the opportunity for an ex- 
pression of opinion on questions which 
will nécessarily arise affecting not 
only actual owners of railroad securi- 
ties, alao having relations to the con- 


isuch rules and regulations as it may see fit 


ditions necessary to maintain the va- 
lidity of the structure of credit, this’ 
committee has been composed of rep- 
resentatives of various channels for | 
the investment of the funds of the | 
people, savings banks, life insurance | 
companies, investment bankers, large | 
estates and financial institutions. Sev- 
eral members of the committee also 
serve on boards of directors of rail- 
roads, and are familiar with general 
railroad condition and credit, but none 
are operative railroad executives. 

“This committee desires to co-oper- 
ate with the government in the fram- 
ing of the provisions of this contract 
to be helpful especially in the direc- 
tions named by President Wilson. 

“It is the desire of this committee 
to also co-operate with any agency, 
which is alming to produce a contract, 
to produce a contract satisfactory to 
the various interests involved.”

The statement of Mr. Arkwright in reply 
to the people’s committee.is as follows: 

‘When prejudice reaches the point of mis- 
representation and that partial truth which 
is often worse than falsehood, it seems al- 
most useless to reply to it. j 

“I am going to say just a word, how- 
ever, in order that those of the public 
who are open-minded and inclined to be 
fair may better understand the condition 
presented by the appointment of the so- 
called people’s committee and its report to 
the city council, in which it has so clearly 
disclosed its hand. 

“Although the public was led to believe 
in the outset that the intent of the com- 
mittee was to ‘investigate’ with some de- 
gree of fairness, we were not deceived by 
that -announcement. This committee now 
comes out openly in its report to council 
as a committee of opposition to the peti- 
tion of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, regardless of the conditions it has 
to contend with. It has asked and ob- 
tained the consent of council to ‘be contin- 
ued and empowered to take steps to pre- 
vent any rases’ in the rates paid to this 
company, regardless of the company’s in- 
ability to render essential service at present 
rates; regardless of what may be the fate 
of its properties, if the increases are not 
granted. 

‘Neither this committee nor any individ- 
ual member of it oncegasked any officer 
of this company for any figures or any 
information regarding its status or condi- 


tion. 
Committee’s Attitude. 


“The committee’s attitude and its report 
too clearly disclose to need any comment 
that it was appointed for a purpese—not 
to investigate and ascertain the truth, but 
to make war upon the Georgia Railway and 
Power company with regard to the truth, 
Each member of it was apparently select- 
ed because of his known prejudice against 
this company and its interests. Bolshevik- 
ism could not more cleverly have chosen 
in marking its pathway to destruction.

FIGHTING ILLITERACY. 


Governor Whitman, of New York, has 
announced that he would sign three bills 
recently passed by the legislature, aimed to 
stamp out illiteracy in that state. 

One of the measures requires that every 
boy or girl between 16 and 21 years of age, 
who cannot speak, read or write the English 
lamguage, as required for the completion of 
the fifth grade in public or private schools,: 
must attend some day or night school, under 
the supervision of local authorities, until 
this degree of knowledge is acquired. 
~ Another of the bills provides for public 
night schools for the education of such illit- 
erate boys and girls in cities of the first 
class during the day school term; in cities 
of the second class on at least 100 nights 
during the school year, and at least on 
eighty nights~in cities of the third class; 
and,all such schools are to be free. In addi- 
tion, the act provides for the maintenance 
of free kindergartens in all school districts. 

The third act makes a state appropria- 
tion of $20,000 with which the state com- 
missioner of education is to maintain train- 
ing institutes in normal schools and in the 
cities of the state for training “regular pub- 
lic school teachers and otbers” in the best 
methods of giving instruction to illiterates 
over sixteen years of age. 

The governor was shown that his state 
contains 72,000 non-English-speaking and 
illiterate minors within the purview of the 
proposed laws; and that there are 300,000 
non-English-speaking and illiterate men and 
women in the state who may avail them- 
selves of the schools contemplated, but 
whose attendance is not to be compulsory. 
Opposition to this anti-illiteracy program in 
the legislature is said to have been neg: 
ligible. 

All of which is, of courge, of little con- 
cern to Georgia readers of this néwspaper 
except in that— 

New York is near the top of the states 
in point of educational efficiency and near 
the bottom in point of proportionate illit- 
eracy. 

Reverse those two positions and they 
just about fit Georgia! 

If New York, with almost a minimum of 
illiteracy, can afford to take such a step 
to eradicate what little illiteracy it has, how 
much more would it become Georgla, with 
a maximum of illiteracy per capita—to take 
similar steps to wipe out the disgrace of its 
record in illiteracy. 

New York's illiterates are mainly among 
its alien and foreign-born population, citi- 
zens who perhaps are proficient fn their na- 
tive tongue, while our illiteracy is confined 
to “home stock”—to Georgia born and Geor- 
gia bred boys and girls and men and women 
who know nothing of any foreign language, 
and who have never had a chance to acquire 
even a rudimentary, working knowledge of 
the English!

A WORD FOR THE “SISTERS.” 


The Methodist conference, in session in 
Atlanta, has before it a memorial presented 
by the Woman’s Missionary council, asking 
that the discipline be so amended as to 
grant to the women of the church organi- 
zation the same recognition in all of the 
affairs of the church as is accorded its men; 
which, of course, implies the right to hold 
office on a parity with men. 

It fs predicted by the publicity spokes- 
man of the conference, Rev. Thomas M. 
Elliott, that “the proposition will probably 
bring on one of the liveliest debates of the 
entire conference session.” 

The time has come in the progress and 
general development of society when wom- 
anhood has got to be recognized by any or- 
ganization—religious, political, social or 
otherwise—which accords women member- 
ship, if it hopes to maintain its status in 
society and functionate to the limit of its 
possibilities for the good. And any organi- 
zation which refuses such reqognition, in 
doing so flies in the face of the irresistible 
tendency of the times and plants itself 
squarely in the path of progress. 

Rev. H. D. Knickerbocker, of Texas, said 
to be the highest salaried preacher in Meth- 
odism, is quoted as having said in a speech 
Tuesday— 


I would feel forever condemned if 

I folded my hands piously over my 

gastronomical apparatus and let some 

“Grandma Nancy” or “Sistér Susan” 

be put into an office that should have 

been filled by a man. 

Assuming, of course, that Dr. Knicker- 
bocker meant woman generally and em- 
ployed “Grandma Nancy" and “Sister Su- 
san” only for rhetorical effect, it is perti- 
nent to ask whence comes the strength and 
the power of the “Methodist or any other 
church greater than that it obtains from 
its womanhood? 

What has kept Christian religion alive 
in the world more than the work and in- 
fluence of womanhood?

The real pillar of the Christian religion 
today is woman-—and that she should lon- 
ger be barred from official position in the 
church, and forbidden the right to a vote 
or a voice in the government of that which 
she is such a potent and essential force in 
maintaining, is not in keeping with the 
spirit of the times.

Thrift Work in 
Atlanta Public Schools 


Greenwood School. 


The boys and girls of Atlanta are begin- 
ning to rgalize the real meaning of the word 
“thrift’’—not expressed in qeatveve and stamps 
only, but in everyday living—saving be- 
cause weste is wrong. This principle has 
gone ‘past the children into many careleas 
households. When an 8-year-old boy sends 
a letter to his father telling him that “just 
one stamp puts a gallon of gas into an am- 
bulance,’” more interest is aroused than by 
the greatest. speech an orator could make. 
That father usuallly sees that several gal- 
lons of gas may be bought—perhaps at a 
slight sacrifice to himself. 

One little girl was given a large box 
of candy on her birthday. She asked her 
father if he minded getting a small box and 

iving her the difference for thrift stamps. 
hat request bore fruit. The father bought 
a bond for her! 

We feel that the thrift work requires 
eareful guiding. A child should feel that he 
is a vital part of the home, and that some 
duties and responsibilities are hig without 
“pay” in money. To pay him for all home 
tasks is to destroy that feeling of responsi- 
bility—and yet, he has very few ways in 
which to earn money outside the home. It ig 
for the mother and teacher to make these 
points clear to the child, whieh is a very 
delicate adjustment. Most children in this 
sehool are given allowances. The real test 
of the teaching is how much of this are 
they willing to save. 

Parents, in their interest and desire to 
help, often overpay the children for tasks 
done, thus giving the wrong standards of 
money value. One second-grade boy brought 
a dollar that he thought he had earned by 
cleaning the yards. His teacher found that 
he had devoted only_a small part of his play 
time to the work. That mother would have 
given a much better lesson to the child if 
she had paid him a dime for the actual work 
and explained that the 90 cents was given 
because of the great movement for which 
he is working.

|Homes Are Conserving Man Power 


By Hospitality. Shown Soldiers 


—Raymond B. Fosdick.

Washington, April 8.—Statements that 
home entertainments and recreation provided 
for soldiers and sailors in cities and towns 
near army and navy camps are impairing 
the efficiency of the men were emphatically 
denied today by Raymond B. Fosdick, chair- 
man of the War and Navy Departments’ Com- 
missions on Training Camp Activities. He 
characterized as e. direct contradiction of the 
government's policy the admonition that 
“the time has come for the public to ‘keep 
hands off’ our men in service!” 


“That time has no more come,” Mr. Fos- 
dick declared, “than the time has come to 
stop conserving wheat or supporting govern- 
ment loans. Indeed, the preservation of 
normal social relationships between the pub- 
lic and the men in training is an essential 
part of our military program.” 

The statements calling forth Mr. Fos- 
dic’s denial were made in an editorial pub- 
lished in the May issue of The Ladies’ Home 
Journal. The editorial declared that the en- 
tertainment of goldiers and sailors in pri- 
vate homes of war camp communities is 
proving detrimental to the men in service, 
and that over 90 per cent of the social func- 
tions provided for the men outside of the 
camps have taken the form of dances, which, 
kept up till all hours, sent them back to 
camp impaired in physical] vitality. It con- 
cluded with the injunction that the time had 
come for the public to keep its hands off 
the men in service. 


Influence of Homes Wholesome. 


“It is not true that ‘the entertainment i 


of the men in service in private homes has 
resulted to the detriment of the men instead 
of to their benefit,’” Mr. Fosdick stated. 
“There has been no change in the attitude 
of the government toward home hospitality. 
In fact, with hundreds of thousands of men 
pouring into the training camps, the gov- 
ernment desires more than ever that the peo-, 
ple of America continve to offer to them the 
wholesome influences of their homes. 

‘Naturally in the entertainment of thou- 
sands of men in private homes there have 
been some instances of hospitality everdone 
or taken advantage of. Some women, un- 
wisely, have flooded soldiers with sweets 
and unnecessary ‘comforts,’ and have writ- 
ten doleful letters to their boys. These 
things and the ‘godmother’ idea are justifia- 
bly discouraged. But a sharp. distinction 
should be drawn between pink-tea senti- 
mentality toward the soldier and the organ- 
ized hospitality which is supervised by the 
government. 

“The recreation provided in camp com- 
munities is not a hit-or-miss affair. Known 
all over as the War Camp Community Serv- 
ice, it was long ago established by the Re- 
creation Association of America, at the re- 
quest of the war end navy departments. This 


town hospitality for the men in service is 
mobilized by nearly two hundred trained 
workers, It is supervised by the war and 
navy departments through the Commissions 
on Training Camp Activities, which is just 
as responsible for the activities outside of 
the camps as for those of the Y. M C. A. 
Knights of Columbus and other agencies in- 
side the camps.” 

Answering the assertion that “over 90 
per cent of the social functions provided for 
the men outside of the camps have taken 
the form of dances, which, keeping up until all 
hours, impair the physical vitality of the 
men," Mr. Fosdick said: “This is mere spec- 
ulation. Dances do not constitute an over- 
whelming proportion of the recreation pro- 
gram. Athletic meets, community sings, 
concerts, church socials, automobile rides, 
home hospitality and many other forms of 
entertainment are provided. Dances almost 
always take place Saturday nights—not 
often enough to impair their vitality. 

“To eradicate vice not only by repression, 
but by the substitution of attractive and 
healthful diversions is the great purpose of 
the commissions. Any slight temporary ill- 
effecta resulting incidentally from the sys- 
tem of recreation in and about camps are 
negligible compared with the remarkable 
decrease in venereal disease rate obtained 
thereby. 

“Man power will win the war, and we 
depend upon the American home in conserv- 
ing this power. As President Wilson has 
said: ‘The spirit with which our soldiers 
leave America, and their efficiency on the 
battle fronts of HKurope, will be vitally af- 
fected by the character of the environment 
surrounding our military training camps. ”’ 


Fosdick’s Statement Indorsed, 

When the above Washington dispatch 
was called to the attention of Victor H. 
Kriegshaber, president of the Atlanta War 
Camp Community Service, he stated that the 
local body, which has been carrying forward 
the entertainment of the men at camp, was 
thoroughly in accord with the ideas ex- 
pressed by Mr. Fosdick. 

Instead of lessening their efforts for sol- 
dier entertainment in the home and else- 
where, Mr. Kriegshaber declared that ef- 
forts were being redoubled to reach more 
men than ever with the wholesome, health- 
ful type of amusement that had been fur- 
nished them in the immediate past. The 
results which have been achieved in Atlanta 
have merited the approbation of army offi- 
cers and Washington officials alike. 

Much distress had been occasioned the 
local committee by the publication of the 
editorial in The Ladies’ Home Journal; and 
members of the committee welcome the 
refutation of the charges which Mr. Fos- 
dick’s article brings.

State Public Health 
Department to Get 
Three New Workers 


One laboratory man and two field men 
additional are assured to the state public 
health department inits emergency campaign 
against communicable and social diseases. 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, secretary of the 
state board of health, announced Wednesday 
that Governor Dorsey ,jhas extended his au- 
thorization for the employment of a state 
epidemiologist to be paid with state contin- 
gent funds. This means that Dr. J, P. 
Bowdoin, who made a careful tour of the 
state during April visiting centers of con- 
tagious epidemics and instructing local au- 
thorities how to combat them, will contin- 
ue to do this work “until July 1. By that 
time the legislature will be in session and 
may make a regular appropriation for this 
work. 

The other new announcement is in the 
fact that the public health service and the 
army will send a second man to this state 
to act as a field agwent and to specialize 
in contagious and social diseases. Dr. Ab- 
ercrombie will go to Washington Friday to 
make final arrangements for his coming. 

One man, a laboratory man, has already 
been ordered to Georgta by the public health 
service. He will arrive on Friday and will 
immediately prepare to give the Wasser- 
mann blood test, alleged to be the best test 
for discovering evidence of social diseases. 
The public health service announces that 
Dr. Joseph Bolton will be the man sent here. 

Meanwhile the state health department's 
offensive aimed at the social diseases is 
also to be carried on through Dr. Faulkner 
of the Raoul Foundation, who opened the 
campaign with a recent series of rallies 
in Macon and then carried the fight to 
Rome. The next city in the drive will be Sa- 
vannah, according to Dr. Abercrombie’s an- 
nouncement Wednesday. 

The status of communicable diseases in 
the state is most favorable, it is reported. 
Smallpox and meningitis eptdemics are near- 
ly wiped out, although there are many sgeri- 
ous cases<still being treated. 

The outbreak of dysentery at Surrency 
has been brought to a standstill, although 
seven deaths in all were registered hefore 
the situation was gotten thoroughly under 


control.

ERYTHROMELALGIA. 


Erythromelalgia means literally big red 
pain (erythro, red; mel, big, gigantic; algia. 
ache or pain). It is a condition in which 
certain parts of the body suffer with pain, 
flushing and redness, which is worse if the 
part hangs down. It is usually seen in per- 
sons between twenty and forty years old. 
Symptoms are redness, pain and swelling of 
a foot or a foot and leg coming on with- 
out apparent cause and at irregular times, 
relieved if the foot and leg are elevated. 
Sometimes the symptoms remain for a& pro- 
longed time. 

Here is an instance described by a cor- 
respondent: 

“Do you know of any way besides deep 
breathing, massage and fresh air to make 
one’s blood circulate properly? Mine has @ 
habit of stopping in my nose and hands and 
staying there, burning and pulsating, @ com- 
bination that is uncomfortable and very an- 
noying, as well. It never occurs when [ am 
breathing cool fresh air, but only indoors 
when it is warm. Sometimes one or two of 
my fingers will be pure white and perfectly 
numb. Aside from this trouble I am per- 
fectly healthy, and would be happy if it 
were not for this. I am thirty-four years 
of age.” 

The pure white fingers (“dead fingers’) 
are a symptom rather of Raynaud's disease, 
which, like erythromelalgia, is a disturbance 
of the nerve control which regulates the 
caliber of the small arteries. 

Still a third condition, in the same cate- 
gory, is “giant hives,” also known as inter- 
mittent edema and angio neurotic edema. 
(Edema means boggy or watery swelling of 
tissues—dropsy; angioneurotic means merely 
blood-vessel-nerve). In this condition loval- 
ized swellings, resembling great hives, occur 
in the skin or mucous membranes and last 
from a few minutes to several hours. 

Interesting ailments. But that is about 
all we can say of them. Their causes are 
unknown. No known treatment influences 
them. 

So they offer a fine field for theoretical! 
speculation. And how the conductor of this 
column loves to speculate! 

To our mind all three of these angion- 
eroses are dependent upon hypersecretion of 
adrenin by the adrenal gland, which is inti- 
mately concerned in the function of the 
sympathetic nervous system. Which is dan- 
gerously near to saying that the cause is 
“nervousness.” 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Vaccine and the Rheumatiz. 

Wish you would tell me something about 
vaccine injections for rheumatism. Are they 
given for every kind of rheumatism or just 
for a certain kind? Are they a complete 
cure? (Miss M. T.) 

ANSW ER—‘‘Rheumatism” is a name to 
apply when the nature of the disease is not 
known. But, assuming the doctor has found 
the septic focus, gay, in the pelvis, in the 
form of an old abscess there, he may have 
a vaccine prepared from the bacteria isolated 
from the focus and administer the vaccine 
to thé patient, sometimes with marked bene- 
fit. Injecting ready-made vaccine in a blind 
fashion for anything and everything that 
masquerades as rheumatism is about as like- 
ly to help the patient as is the average con- 
coction which purports to be good (for 
“rheumatism.” 

How Tapeworms Come and Go. 

I am a woman eged 29, and would like 
some of your sound advice. [I have come 
to the conclusion that I have a tapeworm, 
and wish you would send me a safe prescrip- 
tion. I have eaten many bananas, and I 
love raisins. Did that start the tapeworm’ 
Please include complete instructions, and I 
will have the medicine put up by the drug- 
gist. 

ANSWER—lIt would take a lot of bananas 
and raisins to start a tapeworm, if he once 
took up residence in the alimentary tube. 
Tapeworm infection ia acquired by eating 
underdone pork, as a rule, in this country: 
underdone beef may also carry the larvae 
form of the worm (‘“‘measly” meat). The 
larvae is so small it is easily overlooked. In 
the alimentary canal of the human host it 
develops into the tapeworm. You do not 
state how you reached your conclusion. If 
in any other way than by seeing the seg- 
ments of tapeworm discharged from the 
body, or by the discovery of eggs of the 
tapeworm under the miscrocope, your con- 
clusion is probably wrong. The eggs of the 
tapeworm in the human host ultimately pol- 
lute the ground somewhere, and swine (or 
cattle) are infected by polluted food. Thus 
the cycle is constantly maintained. There 
are no symptoms by which tapeworm can 
be assumed to be present, other than the 
identification of segments passed from the 
body or by finding the eggs with the micro- 
scope. In making blood counts, when an ex- 
cessive proportion of a certain type of whiie 
corpuscles, called cosinophiles, is noted, that 
euggests the presence of some such parasite.

New York, May 8-——The feature in the 
cotton market today was the weekly 
report of the weather bureau, which 
proved a distinct disappointment to re- 
cent sellers. 


‘Rallies ocourred in consequence, with 
July contracts selling up from 25.03 
to 25.76 and closing at 25.48, with the 
general list -closing steady at a net 
advance of 8 to 20 points. The market 


was unsettled during the early trading. 

First prices were easy at a decline 
of 10 to 25 points, and active months 
soon sold 20 to 82 points net lower in 
response to lower cables and favorable 
weather maps. The trade was still 
talking a bearish weekly review, but 
there was some covering in advance of 
its publication, and the report when is- 
sued placed more emphasis upon the 
unfavorable conditions during the ear- 
lier week than upon improved weather 


ter. 

Many traders considered it quite as 
bullish as any of the three preceding 
weekly statements, while covering was 
also promoted by bullish southern spot 
advices. Trading was not active enough 
to suggest that these features were 
creating any general demand for long 
agcount, but there was a little trade 
buying on the advance which carried 
October up from 24.42 to 25.08 and De- 
cember from 24.40 to 24.85, or 33 to 41 
points net higher. 

This advance of some 65 to 75 points 
from the early low level met realizing, 
however, and last prices showed reac- 
tions of 20 or 30 points from the best. 

A New Orleans firm places the con- 
dition of the crop on May 1 at 78 pér 
cent and eStimates an increase of 3 per 
cent in acreage. Latest returns to an- 
other southern authority suggest a de- 
crease of two-tenths of 1 per cent in 
acreage, and estimate domestic mill 
consumption for April. at 554,000 bales 
against 552,000 last year.

HIGHER PRICES LEVELS 
AFTER POOR CROP ACCOUNTS 


New Orleans, May 8.—Higher price 
levels resulted in cotton here today 
from poor crop accounts from the gov- 
ernment, although around the open- 
ing the bear element was encouraged 
to undertake extensive selling opera- 
tions on the good showing made by 
the weather map. This selling sent 
values 27 to 31 points under yesterday's 
close. From this, after the posting of 
the weekly reports, there was a rise 
to a level of 27 to 47 points over yes- 
terday’s finals, the highest prices being 
reached late in the day. Right on the 
close there was a burst of profit-tak- 
ing by early buyers and tite gain was 
pared down, last prices showing net 
advances of 2 to 17 points. 

Warm and dry weather over the’belt 
and the forecast, pointing to little 
change in these favorable conditions, 
made it appear at the start that any 
unfavorable features in the weekly 
crop accounts would be offset, but 
the weekly returns were so much worse 
than anticipated that the advantage 
was entirely with the long side. The 
buying on this basis persisted well 
into the afternoon.

Be Realized. 


n, May 8.—Hope for the bil- 
ilion bushel wheat crop for which the 
' government is striving this year was 
strengthened today by the department 
of agriculture’s May crop yeport fore- 
casting a production of 572,539,000 
bushels of winter wheat. 

Secretary Houston in a statement to- 


night said there was every reason to 
anticipate increased farm’ yields this 
year over the record production of last 
year. He added, however, that. the 
promise did not warrant relaxed ef- 
iorts for greater production and great- 
er conservation, and called upon the 
people of towns and cities to realize 
that the farmer cannot work miracles, 
and lend him the assistance needed at 
harvest time. 

Realization of a winter wheat crop 
as e as that forecast would place 
this’ year’s harvest of that grain as 
the third largest ever gathered. The 
estimate is 12,500,000 bushels more 
than forecast in April from conditions 
then existing and 154,400,000 bushels 
more than the crop harvested last 
summer. On conditions from now until 
haryest time will depend whether the 
crop will be larger or smaller than 
today’s forecast based on conditions 
May 1. In the week since then gen- 
eraily favorable weather for wheat de- 
velopment continued and the crop has 
made excellent progress in all principal 
producing areas. 

, Nearly every southern state has 
greatly increased its winter wheat pro- 
duction, Tennessee showing the best 
record, with twice the 1917 figures.

Efforts*have been.made to stimulate 
production of spring wheat, and pre- 
liminary reports indicate an increase 
in the acreage of that crop which may 
be sufficient under good wing con- 
ditions to bring the total wheat pro- 
duction this year well toward the bil- 
lion bushel mark.

Hew te Increase Laber Supply. 

J. B. Bodenhamer explained thet as 
farm help specialist he had made a sur- 
vey of conditions in the state. He 
stated that “in order to maintain as 
nearly as possible ‘the normal supply 
of farm labor, the farmer must draw 
upon other than the usual sources. The 
moet important of these are as follows: 

“1. Retired farmers from small towns 
and villages, especially at the critical 
peniods, such as planting and harvest- 
ing. %. Merchants and other business 
men from the country towns and vil- 
lage® These can usually get away 
from their business for a few days at a 


time, especially during the farmers’ 
rush seasons when busitess is very 
quiet in town. 3. Boys of-high school 
age who do not normally work on 
farms. 4. Womer workers for some 
of the lighter work of the farm. 5. 
Other workers, especially those who 
have had more or less farm experience 
who are engaged in less essential in- 
dustriesa, many of which will no doubt 
be curtailed if the war continues for 
any length of time. . 

“Many so-called retired farmers nor- 
mally do some farm work either on 
their own farme or elsewhere.” Mr. 
Bodenhamer said. “Last season many 
more of them responded to the call 
for service in raising c s. During 
the coming season eve retired farm- 
er who is physically able should be on 
the ‘firing line’ again. Most of these 
men have been not only high-class 
farm hands, but also skilled farm mana- 
gers, and can now be of great service, 
[both in doing actual farmwork and in 

elping to direct inexperienced labor, 
su as will mecessarily be used to a 
greater extent than usual.
